present. If one farmer has made a succeis in a certain

ll^hbors, and if his neighber has found a way to in- 
crease the yield of a particu'ar crop he cau exchange his 
ideas to him. With the stimulating effects of a county 
fair many things wou'd be attempted that are not now 
feasable. Instead of trying to make a 'iving by corn 
raising in the old way new things would be tried.

With good roads (and the future prosperity of the 
farmer of Morgan county is dependent upon good roads) 
furnishing a market an acre in peanuts would yie'd more 
revenue than many acres in corn. Peanuts are easily 
grown and our soil is adapted tq them. They make a 
good hog food if it is not desirable to harvets them, aa 
they can be turned upon.
